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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed November 14, 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-12, 15, 21-23, 25 and 27-28 are allowable over the prior art of 
record. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Although, Gabara 
teaches a controllable impedance arrangement used in an adaptable input-output port 
of an integrated circuit providing different specific impedances for transmitting signals at 
respective signal levels, or a terminating impedance when receiving a data signal, and 
Jones et al. teaches an n-well resistor, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
been motivated to modify the teachings of Gabara and/or Jones et al. to further include, 
among other things, the specifics of a trim circuit coupled to PMOS switch unit where 
the trim circuit adjusts the impedance of the PMOS switch unit to a reference 
impedance after comparing the with the reference impedance, etc., as set forth in the 
claims.
